SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The Classification Office classifies the CD-ROM cassette case Analyzer as: 
Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The cassette case is intended as shelf advertising. The case contains technical 
information, a descriptive blurb and the title. The title and the blurb refer expressly to 
the sexually explicit contents of the associated CD-ROM and to anal intercourse. In 
view of this the availability of the slick is likely to be injurious to the public good unless 
its availability is restricted to adults. This restriction is considered to be a reasonable 
and demonstrably justified limitation of the rights and freedoms in si 4 of the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
